Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claims recite, inter alia, a collapsible bag and a hydrophobic surface, which are features of non- 
elected Species IV, as depicted in Figure 6. (See Offfice Action, mailed 12/4/06, at p. 2-3; Applicant's Remarks, filed 9/10/2007 at p. 1). 
Therefore, the proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. Furthermore, since Species 
IV has not been considered on the merits, the amendment does not place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing 
pr simplying the issues. 



Applicant's Rule 131 Declaration is acknoweldged, but fails to support all of the claimed limitations, either as previously presented, or as 
presently amended (SeeMPEP 715.07). Accordingly, it does not establish priority of invention over Guerin, et al. 

Applicant's arguments regarding the application of Guerin, et al to the previously presented claims have been fully considered, but are not 
persuasive. Applicant submits that Guerin, et al do not disclose a "removable internal surface." However, it is noted that the previously 
presented claims do not recite such removable internal surface. The claims only call for an enclosure comprising an "internal surface" 
and "a disposable or removable enclosure liner lining the internal surface," which is meet by Guerin, et al (See Office Action, p.4-6). 
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
